T would puzzle the angels to see 
wheat and stocks dropping be- 
cause civilized countries are afraid 
that Japan and China will stop 
fighting. While men fight, some- 
how or other they find money to buy 
wheat, cotton, chemicals for explo- 

sives and poison gas, 

The fighting doubtless will stop, 
if China allows Japan to take what 
she wants, which is Manchuria, 
and Russia reconciles herself to a 
Japanese empire on her border and 
decides not to start a war that would 
jeopardize her five-year plan. 

Perhaps the best thing for China's 
peace and prosperity, although not 
for her pride, would be to have Ja- 
pan take charge of China and all 
its inhabitants, suppressing bandit- 
ry, organizing industry and agri- 
culture, Oriental “capitalistic” banks, 
as Russia is organizing her indus- 
tries on a basis of pseudo-Commu- 
nism. 

With Japan in charge of five or 
six hundred million Asiatics, keeping 
them at work producing and con- 
suming, there would be much de- 
mand for our products and we could 
sell to the East without praying for 
war. 

Meanwhile North American gov- 
ernments should be particularly in- 
terested in the fact that Japan is 
learning much about modern war, 
using China as a laboratory and the 
Chinese for experiment. They should 
note an Associated Press dispatch 
deser'bing a few Japanese planes 
annihilating a body of 3,000 Chinese 
soldiers” with no damage to the 
fliers, 

If that can be done in Asia now, 
with flying not fully developed, it 
might easily be done by planes 
starting from Asia on the North 
American continent, or in Europe. 
In a few years planes will cross 
either ocean easily within twenty- 
four hours, 

Western Europe had reason to 
dread the invasion of Mongolians 
and Tartars when they came slow- 
ly on foot and on shaggy ponies, It 
will be a different story for Europe, 
America and Australia, when those 
invaders come flying through the 
alr.

He said he tossed out all but five 
bags of ballast to keep altitude when 
ice and sleet began to weigh down the 


balloon 
Part of the time he huddled under 


a blanket with his altimeter while 
the balloon rocketted along in the 
blizzard 


“I took a short nap after I landed,’ 
Vanik said. “I woke up once to see 
what looked like a dog nearby. 1 
called out but the dog turned out to 
be a wolf, I had nothing but a case 
knife but I got that out in case that 
wolf came back.” 


STARTS THROUGH WOODS 


Late Friday Vanik started to hike | 


through the woods to a settlement. 
Twenty-four hours later he collapsed 
in a road near a farmer's cabin and 
was taken in and fed. Vanik said he 
did not plan to salvage the 35,000 
cubic foot balloon as it wis practi- 
cally a total loss, It belonged to Geo, 
Hineman, his flying companion since 
their university days, he said.

A TEST OF WILL, NOT MEANS 


The Dominion Government is asking 
ihe people of Canada for a loan of $150,- 
000,000 at 5 per cent. ; 

This bond issue is a test of the will 
and the judgment of the Canadian people, 
rather than of their ability to buy this 
amount of bonds. The western wheat 
crop, even in this year of drought in the 
semi-arid belt, is bringing more outside 
money into the country than is needed to 
provide the loan. 

In 1929, the last of the good years, the 
income of Canadians from agriculture 
alone amounted to $1,667,000,000. In 1928 
our manufacturing concerns turned out 
products worth $3,770,000,000. 

This wealth, and that created in the 
years which preceded and followed, has 
not evaporated. The bulk of it has re- 
mained in the country. It is represented 
by buildings, bank deposits, stocks, bonds, 
debentures, and numberless other forms 
and tokens of existing and permanent 
wealth. 

The amount asked for is only a trifle 
in comparison to the resources of the 
Canadian public. The question is not 
whether they can supply that amount of 
money; but whether they recognize that 
5 per cent for Dominion bonds is a re- 
markably attractive offer, and are will- 
ine to thus make a profitable investment 
in order to help pull the country through 
the slump. 


AFTER THIRTY-THREE MONTHS 


After thirty-three months’ investiga- 
tion, a coroner’s jury at Chicago has de- 
cided that it doesn’t know and can't find 
out who were the men who lined up seven 
of Bugs Maron’s gangsters in a garage 
and shot them down with machine guns. 

The long delay in reaching a verdict 
evidently means that the jury waited until 
the police had done all they could do, or 
intend to do, to find out who were the 
murderers. The “persons unknown” ver- 
dict could have been brought in the day 
after the shooting occurred. 

The inference is that that crime has 
passed into history as unsolved and un- 
solvable so far as the Chicago authorities 
are concerned, and that no further at- 
tempts are to be made to unravel the mys- 
tery. There are times when it must be 
hard for the private citizen of Chicago to 
believe that his -police force is as dumb as 
it claims to be. 

Apparently those United States papers 
which have been debating as to who is to 
succeed Al Capone as Chicago's gang lead- 
er know their Chicago. That there will be 
a successor, and that the murder business 
will continue to flourish, seems more like- 
ly after the helpless and hopeless verdict 
brought in by this jury. Why wouldn't 
criminals organize and crime pay divi- 
dends in a place where wholesale daylight 
murder can be perpetrated without fear of 
detection and punishment? 


KEEPING IN ADVANCE—AS USUAL 

The Manitoba Free Press is one of the 
historic institutions of the West. It was 
founded in the day of small things, has 
more than kept pace with the progress of 
the country, and in both journalistic en- 
terprise and mechanical equipment has 
consistently been in advance rather than 
behind the times. 

The Free Press last week completed 
the installation of a mammoth high speed 
Goss newspaper press, costing something 
more than $300,000, and capable of turn- 
ing out 104,000 copies of a newspaper per 
hour, Congratulations are due to it, and 
all concerned, particularly to Mr. E. H. 
Macklin, for many years president and 
general manager, on thus maintaining the 
tradition of preparing for the future rath- 
er than of merely trying to keep up with 
present needs, 

As the Free Press stated editorially, 
the installation of this costly machine “is 
the most conspicuous public demonstra- 
tion of their unshakeable belief in the 
great future of Winnipeg and the West 
that the management of the Free Press 
have it in their power to make. Further 
expansions of population, wider reaches of 
settlement, intenser concentrations of in- 
dustry—these are what must necessarily 
be envisaged in an investment which de- 
pends for its realization on the fortunate 
unfolding of the future.”

DEMANDING A SHOW-DOWN 

Britain's National Government evi- 
dently intends to call a halt to the merry 
pastime of dumping foreign procucts in 
that market at cut-throat prices. 

A fifty per cent tariff on a long list of 
commodities is the first barrier erected 
against the dumpers. And should they 
succeed in negotiating that hurdle the 
Government has power to raise the bar 
to twice the height, and to extend the pro- 


hibitory duties to an indefinitely large 
range of goods, 

Britain, in other words, is “calling” the 
protectionist countries, and seems inclined 
to do it with a vengeance. They are be- 
ing given a by no means niggardly dose of 
their own medicine, with assurances that 
there is plenty more if they invite further 
treatment. 

That shifts the tariff argument from 
Great Britain to the United States and 
other countries which have been maintain- 
ing tariffs against British goods while en- 
joying free entry to Britain. It is not so 
much a question of how Britain will fare 
under protection, as how the other nations 
will fare, and what they will do about it. 

Britain can get along under a protec- 
tive tariff. Any country can. That has 
been demonstrated. But the countries 
which have been dumping in Britain while 
holding their borders against British 
goods can no longer keep their market 
there without coming to terms and mak- 
ing some sort of a live-and -let-live tariff 
bargain. That is what London’s change 
of policy amounts to. It is up to outsiders 
to make terms or stay out.

Question: Y. A. C. asks: “Can I 
use milk as a cubstitute for meat, eggs 
and fish?

Answer: The protein of milk Is not 
exactly the same as that found in 
flesh foods and eggs, but it provides 
an excellent substitute for meat with 
those who are theoretically vegetarians.

Public accounts for the fiscal year 
@nding on March 31 Jast, released on 
Tuesday by Hon. R. G, Reid, provin- 
elal treasurer and minister of lands 
and mines, showed a deficit on the 
general revenue fund of $2,306,581.10 
and a deficit on the Alberta Govern- 
ment Telephones of $144,170.26, or a 
total provincial deficit of $2,450,751.36 

The total figure had been released 
about one month ago by Premier J. E. 
Brownlee, 

Whils nct attempting to discount the 
amount of the deficit, the treasurer 
pointed out that it was a direct re- 
flection of the economic conditions 
prevailig throughout the province 
during the fiscal year. 

This is the first deficit the public 
accounts have shown in the last six 
years. For f.ve successive years, from 
1925 to 1930, the province showed a 
surplus of revenue over expenditure of 
$2,491,386.94. Deducting from this the 
deficit for the fiscel year 1930-1931, 
leaves a net surplus over the six-year 
period of $184,805.84. 


TOTAL REVENUE 

Total revenue for the fiscal year, as 
shown by the accounts, amounted to 
$15,710,962.44 and expenditure aggre- 
gated $18,017,543.54. These figures 
include revenue and expenditure of 
the lands and mines department, tak- 
en over by the province during the fis- 
cal year and not shown in the original 
estimates presented to the legislature. 

Revenues of the new department 
amounted to $572,965.86 against ex- 
penditure of $224,197.32, thus giving 
a surplus of $348,768.54 for the first 
six months of provincial administra- 
tion, 

Excluding the lands and mines de- 
partment, revenue as compared with 
estimates, showed a decrease of $1,- 
969,690.18. 

Liquor profits decreased $711,661.47 
over the estimated and the amuse¢- 
ment tax decreased $101,868.39 over 
estimated revenue. 

Revenue from automobile licenses 
shows a decrease of $442,243.06. To 
the extent of $193,895 this represents 
a refund of $5 to some 38,000 owners 
who took out certificates before the 
rate reduction was amnounced. The 
Test of $248,348.06 is accounted for 
by the reduction of the license fee 
and the fact that owners delayed in 
taking out licenses owing to general 
economic conditions. 


GASOLINE TAX 

Grogs revenue from the gasoline 
tax amounted to $2,685,976.74 against 
which there were refunds of $754,- 
373.87, leaving a net revenue of $1,- 
931,602.87 or $368,397.13 less than the 
estimates, 

On the other hand, expenditure for 
the year, showed an increase of $732,- 
009.46 as compared with estimates, 

There was the $160,277.65 on ac- 
count of the general election and 


$57,065.76 for freight charges on seed | 


and feed which are not chargeable 
against ordinary years. 

Mothers’ Allowances, a more or less 
uncontrollable expenditure, excecded 
estimates by $81,536. Grants to 
schools were $286,999.83 over the e%- 
timates and drainage, irrigation and 
Water power services accounted for 
$37,670.78. 

Under terms cf the 
Charges Act the Election, 
and school grants 
been spread over a period of five 
years, but it was deemde advisable 
and desirable to charge the entire 
amount to the fiscal year. 


PAY GRANTS MONTHLY 

Regarding the additional amount 
paid to schools, this expenditure or- 
dinarily would have been met during 
the present fiscal year. Economic 
conditions throughout the province, 


made it necessary to pay school grants 
monthly in certain cases instead of 
yearly as heretofore, otherwise many 
schools would have been forced to dis- 
continue. 

Hon. Mr. Reid pointed out that the 
financial situation of practically every 
major unit of government was strained 
at the present time and Alberta could 
claim no exception. Government costs 
had increased through recent years 
as might be expected from the con- 
stant demand for better roads and 
broader government services 

A considerable portion of the in- 
creased expenditure had been spent 
for permanent improvement that 
would aid or hasten further develop- 
ment in the province. Relief works 
instituted tn 1930 and 1931 were 
chiefly of this character and with a 
return to normal times Alberta should 
benefit in large measure from work

Reference to the accounts shows ex- 
penditure of $1,556,767.67. From this 
amount should be deducted amounts 
due the province from the Dominion 
government and other authorities at 
March 31, 1931, such as $169,282.57 
from the Dominion; $4,533.67 from 
Calgary; $12,442.12 from Edmonton 
and other amounts, leaving a total for 
the province at $1,274,232.65. Of this 
emount expenditure on the provincial 
highways system at normal costs 
accounted for $979,931.58 thus leaving

The net bonded debt of the prov- 
ince showed an inerease of 69,102,- 
040.09 for a total as at March 31, last
